A BOUQUET FOR ALBERT Ml’TZ 

The Canadian Hotel Review, pub¬ 
lished in Toronto, referring to fire 
protection in Vulcan, says, in part: 
“The recent passing of a by-law in 
Vulcan, that provides lor the estab¬ 
lishment of a system of fire protec¬ 
tion as a civic undertaking, prompts 
this first publicity to be given in ex¬ 
tent to a private enterprise of a simi¬ 
lar kind. 

♦“This credit goes to Albert Mutz, 
proprietor of the Imperial Hotel, and 
those v*h*> hu**e executive reaponribil 
ity in connection therewith. Precau¬ 
tion prevailed and more than three 
years ago the equipment was instal¬ 
led. To an over-head tank of 7,000 
gallons capacity, that furnished the 
gravity supply of water to the hotel, 
there was added a cement reservoir 
with a frame roof, of 30,000 gallons 
capacity. These are kept filled to the 
limit with water pumped by electric 
motors from wells that have been un¬ 
limited in supply. Another import- 
lant factor in the system is an im¬ 
mense steam pump, with a discharge 
capacity of 500 gallons per minute, 
and this operated by steam generated 
in boilers that also furnish steam and 
hot water for heating and other pur¬ 
poses in connection with the hotel. 
There is a full time engineer employ¬ 
ed. One thousand feet of two and a 
half inch hose on a wheeled reel are 
also part of the apparatus. All is ap 
proved by the underwriters and the 
combination of the hook-up is a well 
devised scheme to utilize facilities in 
a wide range of service.”

An arrangement provincially be¬ 
tween govemmenf*and railway com¬ 
panies, has been entered into, where¬ 
by hayvand feed oats are being ship¬ 
ped freey-from areas where there is 
plenty* into those where there is short 
age. Mr. H. A. Craig, deputy minis¬ 
ter agriculture, states that there is 
ample feed in the province, and the 
question of transferring it from 
where it is in abundance to where it 
is needed satisfactorily arranged for 
farmers. 

While barley is notfabundant, the 
provincial supply is being conserved 
in order that if may not be necessary 
to import any. This is due to the 
weed menace. 


When a pedlar calls at your door, 
ask him what he does for your town 
and community. The merchants 
should ask printing 'canvassers the 
same question. Always remember 
that these people usually live in 
some other place and do not help to 
support the community in any way. 
Money spent with them goes to some 
other town or city. Buy from your 
home merchants. Money spent at 
home works at home and helps your 
community and yqtirshlf. 


It. is estimatd that the per capita 
use of boots in Canada is 2.29 pairs 
per year. It will be hard to persuade 
parents that this is the case. Every 
vear the Canadian manufacturers are 
extending their productive market 
and the quality of their goods. Their 
products are as yet mostly for home 
consumption although a small but 
growing export market is developing 
with U. S. and New Zealand the larg 
est buyers. 

We also import a large quantity of 
footwear from the British Isles and 
U.S. Men's hoots are more largely 
imported from Britain and women’s 
from U.S.A. There are 199 boot and j 
shoe factories in Canada, employing 1 
ovei* 16,000 workers.
